Regency Place’s appeal underway 


Wilmington Appeals Board member feels first hearing “went well” for town 


WILMINGTON - The Housing 
Appeals Committee (HAC) held 
its first hearing last week in 
regard to the denial issued by 
the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals (BOA) to the proposal 
to construct 120 apartments on 
West Street. 

The controversial proposal, 
known as Regency Place, seeks 
to be situated on property locat- 
ed between Suncrest Avenue 
and Industrial Way. The devel- 
opers for the project has 
received strenuous opposition 
from area residents. State 
Representative James Miceli 
was also an outspoken oppo- 
nent of the project, 

‘The BOA voted 2 to 1 in July 
to deny a comprehensive per- 
mit for the project, citing 
excessive traffic, the existence 
of contaminants on the land 
that-originate from an abutting 
property, shortages of the 
town’s water supply, and the 
desire to preserve the charac- 


ter of surrounding neighbor- 
hoods. 

The HAC, a five-member com- 
mittee that is appointed by the 
Governor and serves as the 
head of the Massachusetts 
Department of Community 
Affairs, has historically ruled in 
favor of overturning local board 
of appeals’ denials in as many 
as 90 percent of all hearings. 

HAC Chairman Werner Lohe 
established its recent proceed- 
ings as a legal hearing that 
would not be as strict as a court 
of law. The hearing took place 
at the Wilmington Town Hall, 
as is customary for an initial 
meeting, which always involves 
a visit to the site,

represented Regency Place and 
called Site Engineer Gene 
Sullivan and Traffic Engineer 
Ronald Mueller to provide testi- 
mony during the initial hear- 


ing.

in Whispering 
Pines study

WILMINGTON - The town 
got a look at the peer review of 
the traffic study for Whispering 
Pines during a meeting of the 
Board of Appeals on Monday, 
November 17. 

Bonnie Polin, an associate 
with Bruce Campbell & 
Associates, presented the 
review of the proposed housing 
complex, which is slated to be 
built on Salem Street in North 
Wilmington. The traffic study 
was originally produced by 
Dermot J. Kelley Associates on 
behalf of Northeastern 
Development, the proponents 
of Whispering Pines. 

Whispering Pines is being 
developed by Northeastern 
Development under a Local 
Initiative Project (LIP). The 
project intends to build 48 Over 
55, age-restricted condomini- 


ums on a parcel of land located 
at 195 Salem Street. The pro- 
ject includes two 24-unit build- 
ings, with as much as 30 per-: 
cent of the units allocated for; 
affordable housing. . 

According to Polin, the main: 
outstanding issue in regard to: 
the project involves “stopping: 
sight distance,” which is a term. 
used by traffic engineers to, 
refer to the distance required! 
by the driver of a vehicle, trav- 
eling at a specified speed, to 
achieve a full stop after an’ 
obstacle in the road becomes 
visible. It is measured by an 
unbroken line of sight from the 
perspective of the driver of the 
vehicle.

WILMINGTON - The strike is 
over, 
Gone are the Teamsters who 
had picketed in front of Xpedx 
on Main Street since employees 
there went on strike in mid- 
October. 


According to Xpedx 
Communications Manager 
Lama AlRawas, union-repre- 
sented employees of the 
Wilmington facility voted to 
ratify the company’s’ proposal 
for a five-year labor agreement 
on Friday, November 14. 

Michael Casimiro, the 
Wilmington Division Manager 
for Xpedx, is pleased that 
employees voted in favor of his 
company’s offer, which he feels 
is fair and equitable. 

“(The offer) provides for 
improvements in wages, the 
introduction of the Teamsters 
Health Services and Insurance 
plan, and the modification of 
language and work rules that 
will allow us to better focus on 
serving our customers effec- 
tively every day,” Casimiro 
states, 

The agreement was reached 
after more than 14 months of 
ongoing labor negotiations with 
Teamsters Local 25. 

James Wilson, the Business 
Agent for Teamsters Union 
Local 25, says that the agree- 
ment was “overwhelmingly” 
ratified with a vote of 56 to 4. 
Wilson states that union offi- 
cials met with Xpedx represen- 


tatives for eight hours on 
November 10 without any head- 
way being made, but managed 
to wrap the whole thing up in 
four hours on November 12. 

“These guys never gave up 
and that was the key to the 
whole thing,” Wilson says of 
those who picketed. “There 
was the same number of guys 
on the picket line for day one as 
there was for day 32.” 

The 91 union employees work- 
ing at the Wilmington facility 
initiated the work stoppage on 
October 14 and formed a picket 
line that was manned 24 hours 
a day. 

As many as eight Wilmington 
police officers were assigned to 
keep the peace at the site at 
any given time, with Xpedx 
picking up the costs for the 
details. Several arrests were 
made over the course of the 
strike and allegations of mali- 
cious damage and threats of 
violence and death were lodged 
at striking Teamsters. The 
most common complaint issued 
against the strikers concerned 
the alleged repeated use of pro- 
fane language. 

“Transition back to work may 
be difficult after a 32-day strike, 
but I’m sure both sides will 
work together to overcome any 
animosity,” Wilson states.

Chairman of the House 
Committee on Ways and Means 
in hopes of keeping this amend- 
ment in the Conference 
Committee Report.

Before voting for the 
Conference Committee Report 
last summer, Representative 
Miceli met with the Speaker of 
the House and Chairman of the 
House Committee on Ways and 
Means to ensure that this issue 
would be addressed at a later 
time.

Three years ago, 
Miceli was the recipient of the 
‘Tewksbury Hospital Trustee’s 
Endowment Award for his work 
on behalf of the staff and the 
patients of Tewksbury Hospital.

My mother contends that the 
entire Wilmington, 
Massachusetts —_ population, 
those between the ages of 7 and 
12 at any rate, was in my living 
room during those magic 
hours. 

We'd all lie down on the mus- 
tard yellow shag carpeting 
(don’t judge; it was the 1970's, 
remember) and just get ready 
to be scared out of our minds. 
We couldn’t wait for the VOICE 
and theme music of the 
Creature Double Feature to 
come on. Looking back on it, 
those two items were some- 
times the scariest part of the 
whole afternoon.

SITTING (NOT SO) PRETTY 


While there can be little ques- 
tion that the three-point shoulder 
harness lap belt restraint system 
saves lives, it does have its limita- 
tions. It is already known that 
incorrect usage of combination 
lap and shoulder seat belts can 
lead to injuries of the spine, neck, 
and pelvis. Now, there is further 
evidence that riding in a reclined 
position while wearing these safe- 
ty belts may place passengers at 
additional risk of injury. The fact 
is that, in order to derive maxi- 
mum benefit, passengers must sit 
with their seats in an upright posi- 
tion. Otherwise, there is the dan- 
ger that they could slide right 
under their seat belts and shoulder 
harnesses when their vehicles are 
involved in accidents.

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Poll shows support for Mills mall 


Representatives from the Mills 
Corporation have shared the 
results of a survey with mem- 
bers of the Mills Study 
Committee that suggest that a 
majority of Tewksbury resi- 

are in favor of a mall 
being built in the southern part 
of town. 

The survey, which was pre- 
sented to the committee during 
a meeting on Thursday, 
November 14, was conducted by 
telephone by Kiley & Company 
during the evening hours 
between September 14 and 16. 
The poll was taken to gauge 
public sentiments towards the 
Mills Corporation’s hopes to 
build a mall on the Perkins 
property in South Tewksbury. 

According to Kiley & 
Company, 404 randomly select- 
ed registered Tewksbury voters 
were polled and precinct quotas 
were imposed to achieve a geo- 
graphical distribution. The 
margin of error for the results 
is plus or minus 4.9 percent.

out-of-state call center with no 
ties to the community, found 
that 85 percent of those polled 
were aware of the proposal and 
61 percent of those aware were 
inclined to be in favor of it. 

Sixty-nine percent of those 
polled offered a positive reac- 
tion to the tax revenues gener- 
ated by the proposed mall, 
taxes that are’ anticipated to 
come in at approximately $3 
million yearly. The figure of $3 
million would meet or exceed

Smoking ban 
talks postponed

TEWKSBURY - Smokers and 
nonsmokers alike will have to 
wait until next year before the 
debate resumes as to whether 
customers and employees of 
local businesses will be able to 
light up in restaurants and the 
workplace. 

During a _ meeting on 
Wednesday, November 12, the 
Tewksbury Board of Health 
(BOH) opted to table its discus- 
sion of a proposed town-wide 
smoking ban until 2004. 

“The board has decided to 
wait and see if the state legis- 
lature will do anything state- 
wide,” states Tewksbury 
Director of Health Thomas 
Carbone. 

The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives recently 
approved a state-wide smoking 
ban for all work places, but the 
measure still awaits approval 
by the State Senate and a sig- 
nature by Governor Mitt 
Romney before it can become 
law. 

The BOH held an open hear- 
ing on July 17 to discuss the 

smoking ban, which 

aimed at prohibiting smok- 
ing in all public places, includ- 
ing the work place and bars 
and lounges. Several restau- 
rant employees and owners

proposal of such a ban is in its 
earliest stages, with no full text 
copies of regulations at this 
time. The open hearing in July 
sought comment on the merits 
of the proposal only. 

More than 75 Massachusetts 
communities currently have 
smoking bans. 


and 4 percent respectively. The 
remaining 24 percent either 
believed that none of the rea- 
sons given were good enough to 
build -a - mall; - feltthat all 
options provided were equal, or 
were not sure which of the 
options would constitute a good 
cause for the project. 

Sixty-four percent indicated a 
positive reaction to the lack of 
access to the mall from local 
streets, while as much as 62 
percent of those surveyed 
showed a negative reaction to a 
housing component made up of 
400 apartments. The survey 
found that, out of the 40 percent 
of residents not in favor of the 
project, 84 percent voiced a 
negative reaction to any type of 
residential component being 
included in the proposal. 

“Generally speaking, what 
this survey indicates is that the 
people of Tewksbury will sup- 
port a mall in Tewksbury along 
the Route 93 corridor that does 
not have access to South Street, 
provides a positive revenue 
stream for the town, and does

not include a housing compo- 
nent,” stated Richard O’Neill, 
the attorney for Mills 
Corporation. “The Tewksbury 
Mills_project would fully meet 
all three of these requirements. 
The Tewksbury Mills mall 
would not have any access to 
South Street except for emer- 
gency vehicles. The mall is con- 
servatively estimated to pro- 
duce approximately $3 million 
in new property tax revenue, 
and, lastly the mall will defi- 
nitely not include a housing 
component.” 

Residents who attended last 
Thursday’s meeting questioned 
the results of the survey and 
the methodology used. They 
further questioned the amount 
of information gleaned from 
the survey that has been 
released. 


“They refuse to release all of 
the questions that were asked 
in the survey,” states commit- 
tee member and Selectman 
Douglas Sears. “The inference 
is that there are results that 
they do not wish to share.”

of a substantial curve on Salem 
Street. The posted speed limit 
for that area is 30 miles per 
hour, but the study reveals that 
traffic has been found to be 
traveling significantly faster 
than that. 

Polin’s review states that an 
automatic traffic recorder 
(ATR) measured the 85th per- 
centile speed in the area to be 
39 miles per hour in the east- 
bound direction and 38 miles 
per hour in the westbound 
direction. The 85th percentile 
denotes the speed at which 85 
percent of the vehicles traveled 
at or below the posted limit. 

“I was amazed at how fast 
cars drove around this curve,” 
Polin stated Monday night’s 
meeting. 


According to Polin, at 30 miles 
per hour the minimum stopping 
sight distance would be 200 
feet. However, at 40 miles per 
hour, the minimum stopping 
sight distance would be 305 
feet. Polin measured the stop- 
ping sight distance for the pro- 
posed area to be between 305 
and 310 feet, the bare mini- 
mum. 

While these figures may meet 
technical irements, Polin 
felt that efforts need to be 
made to slow the traffic down 
at the site. He offered four sug- 
gestions to that end. 

Polin first suggested modify- 
ing the pavement markings to 
visually reduce the width of the 
travel way by the use of a paint- 
ed gore area. In this scenario, 
the two center stripes are set 
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further apart from each other, 
but the outside striping is not 
moved any closer to the edge of 
the road. This gives the 
appearance to a motorist of a 
narrow lane and a sharper 
curve, which generally results 
in the slowing down of vehicles 
as they negotiate the curve. 

BOA member Robert 
Doucette was concerned that 
this technique could potentially 
endanger pedestrians, but Polin 
reiterated that the outside lines 
would not be moved any closer 
to the edge of the road and, if 
anything, might be moved clos- 
er to center, additionally 
enhancing the illusion of a nar- 
rowing lane. 

‘Traffic engineer Dermot Kelly 
agreed that the addition of a 
gore area on that curve would 
be a good idea. 

“If it was required by the town 
as a condition of approval, we 
would be happy to do that,” 
stated Kelly. 

Polin secondly suggested 
installing flexible delineators in 
the center of the roadway. 
These would similarly give the 
impression to motorists of a 
narrowing roadway. One major 
downside related to delineators 
would be their temporary 
removal for effective snow 
plowing and their reinstallation 
afterwards. 

As a third option, Polin sug- 
gested that speed trailers would 
help alert motorists to their 
speed and the speed limit for 
the area. Lastly, Polin noted 
that an increase in police 
details in the area would deter 
speeders as well. 

“The most critical element is 
that we know people are going 
faster than the posted speed,” 
Polin told the board. “Whether 
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they are going 40 or 45, the crit- 
ical piece is to successfully 
slow them down.” 

The location of Whispering 
Pines near a set of railroad 
tracks was also a topic dis- 
cussed at the meeting. Polin 
noted that trains cross through 
the site seven times a day. 
Residents in attendance, 
though, countered that as many 
as 20 train crossings actually 
occur daily. 

Accident data for Salem 
Street has been particularly 
difficult for traffic engineers to 
effectively address because the 
information seldom specifies 
where on the road such inci- 
dents occur. ing to such dif- 
ficulty is the fact that statistics 
are only available as recently 
as the year 2000. Kelly was 
able to cite a total of 12 traffic 
accidents in the area that 
occurred at specified addresses 
or intersections between the 
years 1998 and 2000. 

“Traffic has doubled since 
2000, so I can’t stake too much 
on a report from 1998 to 2000,” 
Doucette stated. 

Salem Street resident Richard 
Kiesinger did some of his own 
research from the police logs 
as reported in the Town Crier in 
12 editions published in 2002 
and 2003. He found 36 reported 
accidents on Salem Street 
between November 2002 and 
November 2003, but he asserted 
that even that must constitute a 
low figure, since it only repre- 
sents accidents that are report- 
ed to the police. Additionally, 
Kiesinger stated that a street is 
mentioned in the Town Crier 
only once per day regardless of 
how many accidents occur dur- 
ing a 24-hour period. 

Kiesinger, a direct abutter to 


the Whispering Pines property, 
has had a number of traffic 
accidents end up on his front 
lawn over the years. 

“Thirty percent of all acci- 
dents on a street happen at 
intersections,” Kiesinger stat- 
ed. “We are just going to add 
another intersection to a bad 
area.” 

In addition to speed and safe- 
ty, Kiesinger was extremely 
concerned with the general vol- 
ume of traffic traveling on 
Salem Street. 

“This traffic is unbearable, 
and it is only getting worse,” 
Kiesinger warned the board. 
“The only way to mitigate it is 
to stop putting in multi-unit 
developments.” 

Selectman Frank West attend- 
ed the meeting and agreed with 
Kiesinger’s solution to the traf- 
fic problem. 

“Just for the record, I am 
against this proposal,” West 
stated. 

BOA member Edward Loud 
recused himself from the board 
during the discussion due to his 
status as a resident of close 
proximity. He spoke from the 
audience as a citizen and relat- 
ed a recent trip he made to 
bring his children to school. 

“From Valyn Lane, it took me 
17 minutes to get to the North 
Intermediate and Woburn 
Street (Schools),” Loud stated. 
“You could put a million dollars 
toward mitigation and nothing 
would work. There’s only one 
thing we can do to keep traffic 
issues from getting worse and 
that is to vote (Whispering 
Pines) down.” 

A million dollars is not 
presently on the table for traf- 
fic mitigation. The developer 
has committed to providing 


$8,000 towards mitigation. 

“This will be the third devel- 
opment on this street that has 
taken credit for traffic mitiga- 
tion,” stated BOA member Karl 
Sagal. “When will it actually 
happen?” 

Avalon Oaks, a previously 
built multi-unit development on 
Salem Street, contributed an 
agreed-upon amount of money 
toward mitigation, but after all 
was said and done it turned out 
not be sufficient. The figure of 
$8,000 was originally agreed 
upon by Whispering Pines in 
order to increase those monies 
enough for appropriate mitiga- 
tion, but Lynn Duncan, 
Wilmington’s Director of 
Planning and Conservation, 
stated last night that more 
money will most likely be 


required. 

“The figure of $8,000 may not 
be enough, meaning we would 
accomplish nothing,” Duncan 
stated. 

Duncan suggested that some 
of Polin’s suggestions should be 
implemented immediately to 
see if they would be effective. 
She asked Kristen Costa, the 
permitting agent working on 
behalf of Northeastern 
Development, whether her 
client would be willing to do 
that. Costa agreed to take the 
idea to Northeastern. 

Polin will create a proposal 
and submit it to Police Chief 
Bernard Nally and Public 
Works Superintendent Donald 
Onusseit, who, in turn, will pro- 
vide comments to the BOA. 
Their feedback will be dis- 
cussed during the board’s next 
meeting on Monday, December 
b.

Tremendous comeback falls short

WENHAM - The fact that the 
Wilmington High football team 
scored three touchdowns in a 
matter of 4:52 should be enough 
of an indication of just how 
thrilling “The Big Game” was 

on Saturday afternoon. 

But despite the team’s ability 
to comeback with three touch- 
downs in the final quarter after 
trailing 140 and 21-14, 
Hamilton-Wenham pulled out 
the dramatic, 21-20 win by stop- 
ping the Wildcats on a two- 
point conversion rush attempt 
with 18 seconds to go in the 
Cape Ann League battled 
played during the cold day at 
Hamilton-Wenham’s Middle 
School. 

Wilmington’s Derek Trueira 
caught a 9-yard touchdown 
pass from Joe Herra to cut the 
lead to a point. The ‘Cats elect- 
ed to go for the two-point try 
but the conversion rush to the 
left side of the line failed. 

The win eliminates the ‘Cats 
chances of advancing to the 
post-season play for the first 
time since 1976. Hamilton- 
Wenham now has to root for 
North Andover to knock off 
Masconomet on Thanksgiving 
Day morning for them to 
advance. If not, Masco goes for 
the first time if they defeat NA. 

“That (conversion) play has 
really worked all season long,” 
said Wilmington coach Bob 
Almeida. “It gives us options 
on the inside and the outside. 
But it blew up from the start. 
They got penetration on that 
side. Hindsight sure you would 
like to have called a different 
play but that’s a.play that has 
worked for us all season long. 
But I think they saw it coming. 

“The kids wanted to win, they 
had the desire to win,” said 
Almeida, “At the end maybe we 
went back to that play one too 
many times. The kids really 
wanted it. And usually when 
high school kids tell you they 
want something they get it 
done. Hamilton-Wenham had 
that play sniffed out and that 
was the one play they made 
which we didn’t. I thought 
about kicking it for a while and 
Robbie (Gillis) looked pretty 
good in warm-ups, but the kids 
really wanted to go for it and 
again when high school have 
their hearts in it - and we had 
the momentum - I thought it 
was the thing to do. It was a 
great football game. 

Said Hamilton-Wenham coach 
Bob Weinhold, “I’ve seen them 
4 lat. I scouted them about four 
times and I also saw them on 
tape three times. I think our 
defense held their running 
game as good as anyone else if 
not the best all season. I guess 
we did (sniff out the play). I 
called a stunt to the weak 
defense. It was a regular game 
plan. There was no hole there. 


He was stuffed and he tried to 
bounce outside and there was 
nothing there again.” 

Despite the win for HW, and 
the loss for Wilmington, this 
battle could easily go down as 
one of the top games ever in the 
long history of Wildcat football. 

“It was a great high school 
football game,” said Almeida. 
“Our kids played very hard. 
Their guys played hard and 
well, and they made one more 
play than we did.” 

Said Weinhold, “I think that’s 
the greatest game I’ve ever 
been involved in. Neither team 
was going to quit.” 

Wilmington struggled through 
three quarters of play — 
because Hamilton-Wenham's 
defense was much better than 
anyone thought, and because 
the ‘Cats turned the ball over 
three times and then took too 
long to get a play in during the 
final seconds of the first half 
which would have resulted in a 
23-yard field goal and three 
huge points. 

The Generals built a 7-0 lead 
as A.J. Mahar returned a 57- 
yard punt for a touchdown with 
5:09 to go in the second quarter. 
The conversion kick was good 
and the 7-0 score stayed that 
way until four plays into the 
fourth quarter when Ryan 
Herrick increased the HW lead 
to 14-0 when he ran in a touch- 
down from three yards out. 

Both teams. exchanged punts 
and Wilmington was down to its 
last hope, having the ball at 
midfield with 5:09 to go. 
Quarterback Joe Herra was 3- 
for-9 for 33 yards up to that 
point. In the final five minutes, 
he ended up completing 12-0f-17 
passes for 150 yards — and three 
of the incompletions were 
spiked balls to stop the clock. 
The kid was absolutely awe- 
some, His performance was 
truly one of the most magical 
individual performances under 
pressure seen in a long, long 
time. 

After his only incomplete pass 
in those final minutes, Herra 
connected three passes moving 
the ball down to the 1-yard line 
where he stormed in the keeper 
play for his 8th touchdown of 
the season making it 14-6 with 
3:38 to go. The conversion rush 
failed. 

Wilmington’s defense held 
HW’s offense to a three-and-out 
series. That and timeouts 
forced the Generals to punt and 
the ‘Cats took over on their own 
45 with 2:36 to go. This time 
Herra completed all five of his 
passes for 14, 8, 6, 12 and 9 
yards respectively moving the 
ball to the 6 yard line. The most 
impressive pass in them all was 
the first one when he fumbled 
the snap, picked up the ball and 
was able to avoid pass rushers 
and hit Trueira out on the flat 
for the 14-yard pick-up. With

The momentum continued for 
Wilmington on the ensuing 
kick-off.

“Drunk driving is a vio-

Tewksbury Memorial High 
School, for example, housed 
185 seniors during the 2002- 
2003 academic year. Roughly 
347 freshmen entered the 
high school this year. 

“The numbers of students 
for the school system are 
based on enrollment records 
as of August 29, 2003. 

“We are seeing consistent 
increases of students 
throughout all grades, stated 
McGrath. 

“Specifically, at the high 
school this year there are 207 
seniors, 281 juniors, 284 
sophomores and 347 fresh- 
men, creating a grand total 
of 1,116 students who attend 
the facility. 


“The trend remains, 
although sporadically, 
throughout the lower grades 
as well. The Wynn Middle 
School welcomed approxi- 
mately 416 8th graders and 
398 7th graders when school 


began. A small percentage of 
those students can be expect- 
ed to leave the Tewksbury 
school system prior to enter- 
ing high school by going to 
private and_ technical 
schools. 

“The Ryan Elementary 
School has approximately 393 
6th graders and 422 5th 
graders this year. Grades K-4 
all have enrollments in the 
mid to high 300s. 

“The increases in enroll- 
ment coupled with the eight 
teaching positions that were 
eliminated at the close of the 
previous year have caused 
concern among School 
Committee members in 
regard to class size. 
Additionally, 13 positions 
were eliminated from the 
system at the close of the 
previous year.

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flew model planes and still has 
some of the parts close to 25 
years later. This time around, 
he wanted to try helicopters as 
a way getting back into the 
hobby. 

“Once I learn to fly (straight 
wings) it will be more relax- 
ing,” Szostak said. “However, 
you can do more with heli- 
copters.” 

He explained that an experi- 
enced helicopter pilot is able to 
hover the aircraft or make it go 
forward and backward pretty 
much like the real thing. 

In fact that is a part of the 
draw for these hobbyists is that 
the planes they are flying 
require knowledge of the theory 
of real flight. 

Szostak is in the process of 
training Suarez, in the joys of 
flying the radio-controlled heli- 
copters. 

Palermo has been a member 
of the Burlington club for four 
years and started out by pur- 
chasing kits that he had to put 
together. He has recently 
moved on to ARFs (almost 
ready to fly kits) because he 
can get the new planes up in 
the air quicker and they are 
more cost efficient. 

According to Palermo, the 
ARF kits can cost anywhere 
from $99 to several hundred dol- 
lars, Building from a kit can 
take between 40 and 80 hours of 
work. 

Although he can buy a kit to 
build for only $50.by spending 
another $50 for an ARF he can 
save on the time. 

“You can be flying in about 
six hours after buying an ARF,” 
Palermo said. 

Burlington RC Flyers pro- 
vides training to new flyers as a 
part of their membership. 
However, the club does require 
that all members also belong to 
the AMA first. 

Other AMA chartered clubs 
in the area include: Middlesex 
County RC Flyers of Wakefield; 
the 107th RC Flyers, Inc. of 
Peabody; 128th RC Wing of 
Danvers; Hidden Brook Radio 
Control of Concord; and the 
Charles River Reers of Lincoln. 

Suarez provides private 
classes for two to 10 people as a 
part of his business. He has had 
students from as far away as 
China. 

The training includes AMA 
membership, club membership 
and plane rental for flight 
lessons. The eight classes 
include four on flying and four 
on building and fixing the 
planes. 

According to his website, the 
ground school includes review 
of all components of flight - 
plane, transmitter, receiver, 
servos, engine, & linkage.
